‘The tragedy of the “British submarine, 
‘Thetis,-which is one of the major catas- 
trophes of the sea, has caused a profound 

a shoek to the world and particularly to the 
British Empire zad to the relatives and 
ftiends of those who lost their lives in the 
disaster in the Irish Sea. A hazardous 
calling, that of life in a submarine, thé 

tragedy nevertheless stirs the . sense of 
pity and shocks men and «women every- 
where. The helplessness of those who were 
imprisoned beneath the surface of the 
ywater makes the event most poighant.

readings, viz., “Availability of Supply” and “Continuity of Supply”, 

as there need not be any close relationship between these tyo factors, 
For instance, the goods can be available, yet owing to the difference of| 
ideas between buyer and seller in regard to price, continuity of supply| 
may not be functioning. Another example, some British buyers will 
not purchase matured cheese other than Junes and Septembers unless 
subject to their inspection. This means that if the goods are held on| 
this side it will be necessary at times to sell them subject to buyer's 
inspection. On the other hand, if the goods are on spot they will be| 
readily available for inspection. The importance of this point is that 
with goods available buying will be facilitated.

No doubt there is a long story behind the altempts that have been 
made to control prices but so far as this report is cot we are! 
principally interested in the results of these attempts. * 

Price fixing is undoubtedly unpopular in the United Kingdom but to| 
say definitely that it is « disastrous policy would be condemning 





some 
thing that many able men have pronounced as sound for their re- 
spective countries. So far, however, it seems to Have been a failure| 
‘as every known attempt has resulted in an ation of stocks 
which precipitated a most disastrous fall in prices and a heavy finan-| 
ial loas to the people it was intended to help. 

There is, however, a debatable point in price control that must be 
considered, viz, would conditions be worse if the market were allowed| 
to find its own level? ‘The general opinion in the United Kingdom| 
trade is that without restrictions such as are being attempted we would 
have a much healthier market with a freer movement of produce,| 
better consumption, and in the end, just as good or'a betier average| 
price. The accumulation of stocks following price fixing is, in the 
opinion of the average trader, a curse to good merchandising. 

‘What is more, the British food distributor sees in such price fixing 
or centralized selling systems a direct threat to his own business, For 
Feasons of self-preservation, as well as because of individualistic and 
trading backgrounds, the distributing trades wholeheartedly oj 
such ‘systems. Psychologically, it has proved bad policy to try and| 
shove things down the English trade's throat. It is in too good a| 
positjon to retaliate, and can usually'be depended on to do 10, even

market. This is a very important consideration as without a thorough| 
understanding of this point no ising project could be suc- 
cessful. ‘The large British importers have agents in all the principal 
[centres in the United ingdom and one is reasonably safe in assuming 
that in each centre the requirements differ. To learn exactly what 
these requirements are takes years of study and experience, In order, 
however, that this point may be made clear I will enumerate some of 
the Tactors that influence merchandising methods in Canada and the 
United Kingdom. 

It seems that the basic reason for the difference between merchandis- 
ing in Canada and the United Kingdom ies itrthe fact that Canada 








supplies its own food with the exception of ott of season items bought 
by a limited . and fruit not grown in Canada. The United 
Kingdom buys four-fifths of its foods abroad. 


We have no basis'in Canada upon which to compare the value of 
food products from other countries, whereas in the United Kingdom 
the very fact that four-fifths of their requirements comes from abroad 
has developed the greatest connoisseurs of foods in the world. These 
comparisons of the various foods from foreign countries are the very 
factors that govern the entire trade. 

Many devices are used in Canada to promote sales, such as vigorous 
selling and advertising methods. To a large extent this advertising is 
controlled by a few large companies and due to the influence of their 
campaigns in this field they fairly well dominate the methods of 
merchandising #3 pfactised in this country. 

‘The trade structure in the United Kingdom is entirely different, as| 
owing to its tremendous purchases abroad a system that is unique in 
itself has heen developed. ‘The supply is largely in the hands of| 
brokers and distributors who have made their purchases through their 
own agents abroad.- ‘This buying is done for their own labels or 
brands and under specifications as to quality that suit their own 
specific trade. = 

Since the war the fight for the British’ market has been greatly 
intensified and European countries have been seeking business there on 

basis, From their sales they receive payment in chrrency, 
which somewhat offsets the hardships imposed on their agricultural] 
[workers due to the low-prices at which they sell their produce. These 
countries enter into competition with Canada and appear to be selling 
at a loss. Only our preference as part of the Empire allows us to 
compete. Such competition results in lower prices for foods which is 
most important from the viewpoint of millions of people in the Old] 
Country. . 

In Canada large companies, ax previously stated, determine to 
large extent the merchandising’ policy of the country. The sell 
practically all done’ on a commission basis under strict supervision. 
In the United Kingdom selling, direction is not so easy to achieve as 
the business is more or less:personal trade and the commission men’ 
sell the itemas that pay them the best. 

ividend paying co-operative societies in the United Kingdom wield 
a us influence on trade as their business runs into hundreds of 
millions of pounds sterling every year. In Canada there are practically} 
so such co-operatives. 

Owing to the fact that trade in the United Kingdom originates from 
all over the world the packaging and marking that prevails in the 
country of origin carry right through to the United Kingdom and the 
goods are sold under such packages and markings. In Canada pack- 
ages and markings are more or less standardized becauise most of our 
foods are produced at home. 

Regulations attempting to standardize goods in weight, package and 
size, ete., are practically disregarded in the United Kingdom. The| 
various tastes of the consimer in different districts not only makes| 
such standardisation unnecessary but also undesirable. The United 
Kingdom distributor is usually the one with the money invested in the 

therefore he determines what is the best policy to follow. In 
Canada standardization again play 
question. 

One of the most important considerations in connection with this 
great market is, as already stated, that its requirements cannot be| 
Setermined in the same manner as the Canadian market. ‘The import-| 
ance of this point requires enlarging upon. 

Every large British distributor has agents in all principal centres in 
the United Kingdom and it is safe to say that each’ centre has its own| 
peculiarities in 20 far as foods are concerned. To carry on efficient 
merchandising = thorough knowledge of these peculiarities is ab-| 
solutely essential. What is meant here is that cheese will vary in 
size, texture, flavour, and colour, yet all be in the same grade. 
variations are not a handicap but might be considered an asset due to| 
the peculiarities of the market they are meant to supply. 

‘point is that to sell this market it is necessary to produce & 
‘quality acceptable to the consumer and to supply that quality con- 
sistently at competitive prices. Goods need not always be of superior 
quality, at least superior in our standards, if they suit the class of| 
trade they are meant for, and kept in that class. There may be a| 
tendency in this country to moralize too much on/our idea of quality, 
of, in other words, we are inclined to tell oir customers overseas what! 
they want, ' 

“These few examples of the great difference in the wholesale and 
retail trade of the two countries will indicate the tremendous differ- 
[ences that govern the promotion of sales. 

‘To offset the effect of broker price cutting, to help provide British| 
demand for the larger cheese production which may be anticipated and| 
desired, to maintain the premium which our product commands in the 
United Kingdom, and particularly in view of the fact that there are onl: 
in markels for Canadian cheese—the domestic and the Britis 
one—the ‘Canada Calling Campaign is’ of prime importance to us 
cheese producers. In order that you may have a better appreciation 
of what is being done in this connection I wil deal briefly with the

This undoubtedly indicates in a large measure the effectiveness of the 
work and I have here today to pass around: amongst you typical 
samples and exhibits of advertisements, display pieces, price tags, etc. 
used in the campaign. a A 

‘The main products to be included in the campaign are giten special 
periods for concentrated attention. Tomatoes are first on the pro- 
| gramme, to be followed by salmon, then cheese, and next bacon. Some 
advertising on other products was also done during the year, but the 
reat enioune of work was doce oath fons jt es fioned. ‘I under. 
stand that cheese had a very substantial amount of it on its 
Promotion, only exceeded by a small sum in the cass of bacon fotze 

Tt might be stated, however, that apples were dealt with on an 
tensive scale but in « different area. i 

‘The campaign for 1939-40 will be similar to that of last year except 
that it will cover a larger area. Some changes will be made, how- 
‘ever, to suit the new area to be added in the work. ‘The general cam- 
paign of bus, billboard and new: advertisements is carried on 
over the whole area, which will include close to « hundred towns 
which serve as focal points for the work. Besides the general cam- 
paign, however, important population centres in the area being 





covered are selected for high-spot attention for a period of one week to 
two weeks. ‘These Canada shops, or “special” shows follow each 
other one after the other. : 


‘The general campaign includes the following: 

1. Canada shops during a shopping week or a fortnight. 

2 Motion pictures wherever practical. 

3. An educational campaign for shop assistants. 

4 Window dressing contests, essay contests for children and 
possibly for shop assistants. 

In the Canada shops large envelopes are usually distributed con- 
taining recipes, illustrated booklets on Canadian travel, and any 
ooklet that might be contributed by a Canadian mnufacturer, etc. 

T have particularly stressed the peculiarities of the United Kingdom 
market and the important part these peculiarities play in the mer- 
Ichandising of goods in that market. In connection with this point it 
might be well to define the three thickly populated areas of the British 
Teles and say a few words in connection with 

1. London and Greater London, comprising the South. 

2 ‘The North, comprising Lancashire and the West riding of 
Yorkshire. : 

3. The Lowlands of Scotland including Greater Glasgow 
and Edinburgh, the north east coast having Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne as the central city. 

‘When comparing these areas there are many conditions that should ~ 
be understood, as these very conditions have a tremendous influence 


they are the predominating factor in determining tastes, ete., in foods. * 
{in London, which is the nerve centre for the whole country, the people. 
fare very cosmopolitan and practically-every elass of occupation is 
found within its walls. 

‘The North, which can be considered as the other two areas, is prac 
tically all industrial, including cotton manufacturing, coal mining, 
woollen manufacturing, iron smelting, ship building, and heavy in- 
Gustries. ‘The very nature of this work calls for foods of a high class," 
yet the spending power of these people is below that of those in the 
South. The result of sech a condition is that less money is spent by 
the Northern people on amusement and, strange as it may seem, they 
fare supplied with the high class foods at a price below what they are 
sold at in the South. This last point bears out the fact that in the 
United Kingdom prices for goods of the same quality are not 
standardized but are sold in a large way according to what the locality 
will pay, and in many instanced accarding to the class of store re- 
tailing. 

‘The cheese campaign from Sept. 1 to Oct. 21, 1938 was probably 
the most successful of any of the Canadian products campaign so far. 
‘This was probably due to the good reputation our cheese enjoys on 
the United Kingdom market and the exceptional co-operation rendered 
by the trade during the drive. 

Tt was decided that the plan should constitute a wide distribution of 
messages extolling the merits of Canadian Cheddar Cheese. To do 
this over 115 weekly newspapers in London and Greater London, 
together with three London leading dailies carried over 39,000,000 
messages. The campaign ran for seven 

Tn addition to the above, window displays, special store advertising 
material, show card work and outdoor displays on buses, etc., were 
used extensively. 

The whole programme is of the most practical character, uses 
the best tactics of modern business and more than previously has ie 
listed the co-operation of the whole distributing trade. G 
Practically all provision people interested in cheese in the 
participated in this drive and large combines with hundreds of stores 
scattered throughout the area use the window display material, etc, 
by dressing their windows and featuring a “Sell More Canadian 
Cheese” petiod. 











‘A great deal more might be written in connection with this work but 
from the cheese producers’ point of view it seems that they should 
Tend every assistance they can in order to see thit the work ia continued 
and probably extended, because an aggressive advertising and pro- 
motional campaign such as that carried on by the Department of Trade 
and, Commerce can pethaps do more than anything else to meet our 
problems of price premium and increased sales in Great Britain.

. ROYALTY IN ANCIENT COLONY. 


‘There is news again today of King 
George and Queen Elizabeth, this being 
the day of their visit, the first visit of Brit- 
ish sovereigns, to the first colony of the 
Empire, Newfoundland. The Ancient 
Colony is associated with the sea from the 
first of its history. Its people are descend- 
ed from the original immigrant fishermen 
who early came from England, Scotland 
and France. ‘The population was about 


population of 48,175. Contrary to gen- 
eral opinion, while nearly all the island is 
rough, only a small portion is mountainous 
‘and the elevations are not great. The 
-southwest coastline is in many places 
precipitous. A few miles back from the 
‘ocean there is an uneven tableland. Con- 
trary to general belief the climate is not 
so severe in winter as in some parts of 
Canada, the presence of the ocean tending 
to modify the temperature. The summers 
are much cooler than in Canada. 

‘There are great paper mills on the 
island owned by Lord Northcliffe, to sup- 
ply paper for his large number of news- 
papers and magazines in England. The 
country, is rich in minerals, and the mines 
are being gradually made productive. 

‘The government is encouraging agri- 
culture for there are five million acres of 
farm land, Hardy crops are grown. 

‘This island is en fete today as it greets 
its King and Queen. Their Majesties en 
joyed a drive from Holyrood to St. John’s 
and thence to Portugal Cove. where they 
re-embarked on the Empress of Britain. 

It is pointed out that today Their Maj- 
esties walked on land on which the Viking 
heroes had stood in perhaps the eleventh 








~ or twelfth centuries, on their voyages 


west from Greenland. It is believed they 
knew the island as Markland. . 

‘A gap in the Island’s history followed 
before John Cabot sighted Newfoundland 
in his voyage out of Bristol in 1497. As 
16th century exploraton extended the 
island and its cod fisheries became better 
known and Basque and Portuguese fisher- 
men made their stations here. _ 

‘The royal visit marks the first time a 
British sovereign has come to the Old 
Colony. which Sir Humphrey Gilbert 
founded in 1583. Their Majesties today 
hear accents, which carry the Irish brogue, 
although generations removed from the 
early settlers who ie here from the Old 
Country. 


* ‘THE SILVER LINING

was that of the 900 German Jewish refu- 
gees who sailed for Cuba onthe under- 
standing they received in Germany that 
they would have a haven there only to find 
that there had been no such provisions.

“>. ROYAL VISIT AND TRADE 


‘K number of establishments in Canada 
have reported increased activity due to the 
visit of Their Majesties the King and 
Queen, for according to reports on indus- 
trial employment in Canada there was an 
increase of 6.5 per cent in employment on 
June Ist 1939 as compared with a month 
before There were 65,040 more persons 
employed than on May Ist and there were 
$0,288 more employed on June Ist of this 
year than on June ist 1938. 

How much business was spurred by the 
royal visit is not stated and perhaps would 
be difficult to. discover, but as said above 
industries have stated that increase in 
their employment was due to the royal 
visit. Transportation, foods, manufacturing 
of mementoes and flags and buntings were 


stimulated. 

One-helpful sign today is that there 
is increased activity in logging, the largest 
in 19 years. Manufacturing of lumber, pulp 
and paper, food, clay, glass and stone and 
iron and steel products, mining, transpor- 
tation, communication, construction and 
maintenance services and trade provided 
‘more work than on May 1st, with the ad- 
vances “greater than season” notably in 
logging and transportation. 

In the Province of Ontario, manufactur- 
ing, mining, logging and maintenance, 
communications services and trade showed 
increases. Here there were 22,513 more 
persons employed on June Ist than on 
May Ist. 

One sees a sign of better demand for 
construction of buildings.

CANCER RESEARCH 


Anew theo of cancer cause and the 
manner. in which it grows and spreads to 
different parts of the body was presented 
tothe American “Association for the 
“Advancement of Science at Milwaukee, by 
Dre. J..E, Davis and H. E. Schmitz. Théy 
based their theory on the observations and 
studies of cancers in animals and humans 
and: they reported that “the exhistence of 
the'dye indigo blue, instead of indigo 
white in the veins is probably responsible 
for initiating the growth of internal 
cancers.” They added that the presence of 
a gas, cyanogen, in tumors, was probably 
responsible for continuing the growth in- 
augurated by indigo blue. 

‘They reported that their work would 
have to be checked before they go farther 
anid even if it was proven correct, it would 
not necessarily mean that cancer had 
been found to be due to a single cause. 

‘These doctors believe that the low 
oxygen and high sugar decomposition of 
“cancer tissues are involved in the cause of 
cancer, that they actually preceded cancer 
and therefore was very likely involved in 


Cyanogen is 
body and is believed to be a by-product of 
‘metabolism or katabolism. These doctors 
found it in increased. amounts in gastro- 
intetstinal tumors. They believe the cyan- 
‘ogen is formed more in tumor than in 
normal tissue and when formed finds it 
wore difficult to escape, owing to the de- 
creased permeability of tumor tiuuse. 
Evidence indicated according to the 
doctors that the normal body possesses 
the power toreconvert the blue indigo back 
its blue form and vice versa, by the normal 
utilization of oxygen. When’ the body lost 
the power to reconver he blue indigo back 
into its original white the result was a 
"faulty utilization of oxygen, that, in turn, 
led ‘to cancer. 2 
What relation if any this new discovery 
will have in the fight to conquer the 
mystery, is of course not known. But 
steadily man is learning facts regarding 
cancer and probably the time will come 
when the discoverer will arrive who either 
happens upon the cause and the prevention 
thanks to his complete knowledge of 
cancer or because the discoverer is able to 
co-ordinate all knowledge and apply it 
with success. It is in the research labor- 
atory that the battle will be fought and 
won for man.
